NEKUIA was composed in 1971 on a commission for CBC 
Television for the National Youth Orchestra of Canada. 
The word “‘nekuia” is Japanese and refers to the calling 
up of dead ancestors, as in a séance. NEKUIA is the first 
movement in a projected three-part suite entitled 
Shadows. Robert Aitken, who was born in Kentville, Nova 
Scotia, is an Associate Professor with the Faculty of 
Music. He has an international reputation as flutist and 
composer and has been a leading figure in contemporary 
music in Canada for a number of years. 


Deborah Kirshner was born in Montreal on March 14, 
1954. She began the violin at the age of ten and studied 
at the Conservatoire there with Taras Gabora until 1970 
when she won the Sarah Fischer Scholarship. She played 
with the World Youth Orchestra, conducted by Karel 
Ancerl in 1970 and with the National Youth Orchestra in 
1968, 1969 and 1972. This summer she was soloist with 
the Canadian Chamber Orchestra, conducted by Henri 
Se at Banff. Miss Kirshner is a student of David 
afer.
